HOUGH  the  United  States  of  America  is  in  its  one  hundred  and 
thirty-fourth  year  of  national  existence,  it  is  just  beginning  to  value 
its  matchless  traditions.  Too  long  have  our  people  gone  in  quest  of 
the  birthplaces  of  Robert  Burns  and  Schiller,  the  tombs  of  Scott, 
Hugo  and  Napoleon,  little  realizing  that  in  this  young  nation  there 
are  sacred  places  as  full  of  patriotic  inspiration  and  poetic  beauty  as 
may  be  found  in  the  vine-grown  walls  of  the  most  ancient  abbey.  More  than  half  a 
century  ago  this  truth  impressed  a  group  of  patriotic  ladies  in  South  Carolina,  who 
started  the  Mount  Vernon  Association,  w^hich  saved  to  American  posterity  the 
Potomac  home  of  the  father  of  our  country.  Since  then  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  the  Colonial  Dames,  and  other  patriotic  societies  have  been 
erecting  national  memorials,  marking  battlefields  and  preserving  the  homes  of  great 
patriots  that  Americans  might  the  sooner  grow  to  appreciate  our  priceless  national 
heritage. 

In  this  spirit,  four  years  ago,  the  little  farm  in  the  heart  of  Kentucky,  where  a 
century  ago  Abraham  Lincoln  was  born — was  rescued  from  under  the  auctioneer's 
hammer  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  group  of  patriotic  gentlemen  who  organized 
the  Lincoln  Farm  Association  for  the  purpose  of  building  there  a  permanent  Lincoln 
memorial.  This  memorial  is  a  temple  of  plain,  simple,  classic  lines  built  of 
enduring  granite,  wherein  the  rude  little  weather-worn  log  cabin  in  which  Lincoln 
was  born  will  be  protected  and  sheltered  as  a  nation's  treasure  for  centuries  to 
come. 

Last  February,  on  Lincoln's  Birthday,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  by  Ex- President 
Roosevelt,  the  ceremony  being  attended  by  some  twelve  thousand  people,  among 
whom  were  many  notable  men  representing  various  states  and  patiotic  organiza- 
tions. An  immense  audience  listened  to  the  speeches  by  President  Roosevelt, 
Gov.  Folk  of  Missouri,  Gov.  Willson  of  Kentucky,  Hon.  Luke  E.  Wright,  Secretary 
of  War,  and  Gen.  James  Grant  Wilson,  The  construction  and  landscape  work  will 
have  been  completed  before  next  Spring,  at  which  time  the  building  and  grounds 
will  be  formally  dedicated  as  the  people's  Memorial  to  Lincoln.  President  Taft, 
who  is  one  of  the  directors  of  the  Lincoln  Farm  Association,  has  promised  to  take 
part  in  these  exercises. 

While  the  plan  by  which  this  Lincoln  Birthplace  Memorial  has  been  erected  is 
undoubtedly  understood  in  outline,  some  details  will  probably  be  found  interesting. 
Upward  of  130,000  people  have  contributed  twenty-five  cents  or  more  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's Fund,  making  a  net  total,  available  for  building  and  landscape  work, 
amounting  to  more  than  $120,000.  This  has  proved  to  be  just  about  sufficient  to 
cover  the  building,  the  plans,  work  on  the  grounds,  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

As  the  Association  has  a  clear  title  to  the  Birthplace  Farm  itself,  all  that 
remains  to  be  done  is  to  provide  a  Maintenance  Fund,  the  income  from  which  shall 
be  sufficient  to  provide  for  a  caretaker  and  such  other  expenses  as  may  be 
necessary.  '
